‘The whole Weight of the Matter he 
places tipon the Bifhops being the Suc- 


ceffors of the Apoftles, ta whom the firft 
Miliion of our Saviour was fent, Mate: 
28. 19. Go ye,therefore and teach all Na- 
tions, baptizing them, Gc, ———— 
This, he lays, is an exclufive Commit 
fion, and can defcend to nane but to 
thofe who are the Succeffors of the 
Apoftles, and thofe to whom they fhall 
commit it. Now fu pofe, tolay a Foun- 
dation for what (hal be faid on this 
Head, I fhould wave what Objections 
may lie againft this Opinion——And for 
Argument Sake grant it as amply as ir 
is laid down ; yet it will follow, that I 
muft ask three Queftions. 


1. Whether

1. To enquire, whether the Presbyteri- 
ans are without a Succeffion of Minifters ? 
And here we mutt,as the Church does,go 
back to 4 Popif Ordination, which the 


~ Succeffion is-carry’d thorow, and which, 


to juftifie this Succeffion, muft be al- 
low’d; and from this Ordination we 
fay, our firft reforming Minifters in 
Scotland deriv’d, asthey did alfo in Eng- 
land—— The Queftion therefore will 
feem to revolve here, Whether a Num- 
ber of Minifters legally ordain’d have 
not Power to ordain other Minifters 
without a Bifbop? And for this, among 
many various Inftances, I refer to Bede 
himfelf, Lib. 3. Cap. 4.——aAnno Incar- 
nations Dominice Quingentefimo fexagefimo 
quinto, venit de Hibernia Presbyter 

‘Abbas, Habitu @ Vita infignis, Nomine 
Columban Britannium, predicaturum Vere 
bum Dei Provinciis Septentrionalium 
Pidorum.

Bifhop. Nay after this, when there 
were Bifhops, they were inferior ta 
them, the Bifhops themfelves were fub- 
ject to the Abbots who fucceeded him, 
a forewd Sign what a Bifbop was in thofe 
Days, fee the fame Author. Habere au-

If then the Right of Ordaining might 
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_ remainin Minilters Epiicopally ordain’d, 


tho not Bifbops themfelves, then I fay, 
the Scots Presbyterian Minilters are as 
Jegally ordain’d, as their Epifcopal Mi- 
nifters are ordain’d; fince when they re- 
form'd immediately trom Popery, their 


~ firft Minifters were Epi(copally ordain’d, 


and they have been as regular in con- 
veying a Succeffion, as any Church in 
the World. 

2. Our next Enquiry is, whether the 
Epifcopal Church can prove any regular 
Succeilion of Priefthood from the firft 
Mijilion, i.e. from the Apoftles; and 
this heing cheir Affirmative, I demand 
the Proof of our Author, or elfe he does 
nothing ; for if the Right lies only in 
the firft Miifion, if a Succeffion from 
that Mifflion be not made clear, the 
Right is not clear; and then by his own 
Rule the Baptiim of their Minifters is 
doubtful, which he fays, we ought to 
avoid.
